Neither the principle 
on Which he has worked nor the results 
which he has reached are new to scienti- 
fic students of the Bible; but this is the 
first time that they have been presented 
to the mass of American readers. The 
service which Mr. Palmer has rendered 
is similar to that. performed by Professor 
Genung in his “Epic of Job" and by -Dr.

The Board of Health has received the 
following self-explanatory letter in 
regard to the water drank by mill em- 
ployes: 
To the Board of Health.of the City 
of Lawrence: 

Gentlemen: The sample of wa- 
ter taken on August 11 from the tap 
drawing city water near the gate 
of the Lower Pacific mills, was 
found:to contain a much _ larger 
number of bacteria than is usually 
found in the city water and some 
of these bacteria were of a kind 

~ generally regarded as indicating 
pollution by sewage. ' 

Samples from some of :the drink- 
ing water tanks in’ the mill which 
are dally filled With water from 
this tap were of similar eharacter. 


Immediately upon receiving the 
results of the examination your 
agent, the superintendent of the 


mill and the superintendent of the 
city water works were’ informed 
verbally, and we understand that 
the tanks in the mill have been pu- 
rifled and will in future be filled 
from water from the city:mains ta- 
ken at another place and that the 
superintendent of the water works 
has examined the valve near the 
tap through which river water mas 
have leaked at the time the samples 
wert. taken,

~- TEACHING ON OLD PI.ANS. 


New York—A wise man 
knowledge and understanding, saith 
the proverbs, But there are some very 
odd ways of getting it in this year of 
grace 1903 and equally queer ways of 
imparting it. A Barnard college girl 
Florence Hall, acting upon the sugges- 
tion of an English governess she met 
last winter, started a few weeks ago

plan in New York, only to find that 
“there are others.” 

Miss Hall’s home is in Idaho. She 
does not wish to go back there until 
she has finished her college course, and 
perhaps taken a supplementary course 
in the higher mathmematics. Her 2n- 
bition does not even stop at a Gegree 
from one of the great English *.mver- 
sities, She earned money enough as 4 
stenographer to pay: her way across the 
continent and enter college, but this 
year her money ran low. She took a 
hall bedroom in W 55th st. and ad- 
vertised. Here is her experience as 
she tells it:— hs 

“T did not give my address in the ad- 
vertisement, but used a box in the 
newspaper office. I received about 40 
replies. Some of them were from New 
York and some from the country. I 
frankly explained the _ situation,..and. 
when Twas" asked to show my refer- 
ences I was able to.do so. Out of the 
40 replies I got nine pupils, which en- 
ables me to pay my board and save 
money so that I can study 
winter. If I do not save enough money 
from this source I have a small an- 
nuity- which=witl-do~ the” rest: 

‘One reply was from a young woman, 
not long from Havana, who wanted to 
exchange lessons in Spanish for les- 
sons in English. There was no money 
in that, but “because I want to learn 
Spanish I agreed to meet her in the 
waiting room of the Grand Central 
Station daily at 5 p. m. She works 
in a wholesale cigar store down town 
und lives with a sister in Mott Haven. 
““We exchange our written exercises, 
which are- corrected Before we meet 
again, and have half an _hour’s' conver- 
sation before her train leaves. I al- 
ready Have a good working knowledge 
of Spanish and she speaks English far 
better than either of her employers 
does, . 

“Four of my paying pupils are men 
and five women. I have one woman 
from Montclair to whom T am_ giving 


lessons tn physics. What she wants.of. 
_them is ho business of mine. She writes 


me a potal card telling me where- to 


meet her when she comes to:town, and° 


I go there. : 
“Sometimes it is in a wafting room at 
one of the big department stores and 
sometimes in a@ quiet luncheon room 
over a cup of tea. But the understand- 
ing.is that our appointment must be 
only for a certain hour. She cannot-in- 
terfere.with my other plans. ‘ 

“IT am giving lessons in Greek to a 
young man. who lives on Staten Id, He 
works in a lawyer's office, where” he 
has time to study during the day, and 
takes the 5 p. m. boat home. He is an 
outdoor enthusiast, and will not came 
to the city in the evening to take les- 
sons; I make the trip with him four 
evenings a week and hear his* recita- 
He buys my tickets 
there and back. Why shouldn't he? It 
is strictly a matter of business. , 

‘One of my pupils is a wealthy in- 
valid who takes lessons in English 
literature. Her early education was 
defective, and she is ambitious to be on 
a footing with educated friends of her 
husband that she js obliged to meet. 
Mest of her lessons this spring have 
been taken during the afternoon drive 
in the park. During the summer I am 
going to her cottage on the south coast 
of Long Id. three times a week. I sup- 
pose I could afford.to give up my hall 
room and take better quarters. if I 
wished to but the present plan suits 
me very well. 

“The queer part of it is that I have 
met two or three other womeh and on? 
old man doing the very same thing. He 
saw mé giving my Spanish girl her les. 
son in the Grand Central waiting room 
and introduced himself. He gave hia 
name as Prof. Breitz, a Heidelberg 
graduate, and said he lived in a little 
tenement in Second ave. with a wife 
and five children, 

“By advertising and 
literary friend, 


through some 
he had secured eight 
young men, whom he was coaching for 
college or giving lessons in Latin and 
Greek. But he keeps at the business 
all the vear around, and: jassured me 
that in winter he had more than he 
could do, Some of his: young men 
pupils ask him to come to their rooms, 
but he had three young women pupils, 
who could not of course, do this; so he 
met them in waiting rooms and depart- 
ment stores, just as I am obliged to 


do. 

“Look about for yourself, and you 
will find many persons in New York 
increasing their knowledge in this 
public way, particularly in language 
lessons, One of my, young men is ua 
stenographer and he told me he was 


exchanging lessons in telegraphy with 
a clerk in the Postal. 

They meet in the Pennsylvia ferry 
house, at’ Cortland st. every luncheon 
hour, and have half-hour lessons. My 
pupil had a little pocket ticker and of- 
fered to teach me but T don’t need 
telegraphy in my _ business."

One of problems of the efficient 
Imanagemen® of a great ocean liuer is 
the ship's linen. There is. the bed tinen 
for the first and second class passen- 
gers and: officers, numbering on a full 
trip about 1000 souls, There are towels 
galore to be furnished for each stute- 
room, and the tablecloths and napkins, 
@l of which must be renewed aaily. 


_Moreover,..the quality..of.linen-supplied———--—+ 


ta a modern ship is the very be.t ‘that 
can be bought*in the market, finer even 
than that ordinarily supplied. to the 
patrons of a first class hotel on shore. 

On a liner this linen fs caanged 
every day, and, as there is no oppurtu- 
rity to launder the accumulation of 
stock’ on board, the ship must start 
with a full supply for the trip and a 
liberal margin for emergencies, Tor 
fnstance, the St. Paul took out on a re- 
cent trip some 50,000 pieces, including 
10,000 napkins, 10,000 sheets, 3,000 pil- 
liw slips, 1,000 tablecloths, 1,009 coun- 
terpanes, 8,000 bedroom towels, and an 
astonishing number of dusters, cook's 
Cloths, glass cloths, and a variety of 
minor pieces known, only to the cocks 
end stewards, . ‘ 

This necessitates a mighty linen 
room-at-each—-end- of the ine whence 
are. supplied the clean pieces in ex- 
change for the soiled ones brought 
ashore at the end of each trip, It is 
estimated that the 140 ships of jhe In- 
ternational mercantile marine, as the 
jargest’ aggregation of ocean-goin 
liners in the world, have at their com- 
mand. 4,000,000- to....5,000,000.. eccs 
supply on éach ship, and an equal *up-" 
ply at each end of the line, clean and 
waiting the arrival of the vessel in 
ort. This neessitates an army of 
shore employes, Whose task it is. te 
launder this linen, check it 6ff, and fur- 
rich it to the out-going vessels. 

On each ship there is one steward 
whose sole care is the linen. He has 
this stored by the thousand pieces in 
various linen rooms below and Gelivers 
the required amount to the bedroom 
and table stewards, the cooks and ecul- 
lions, who come to him daily wth the 
soiled pieces im their charge atu eX~ 
change them for a equal stort of 
clean. The soiled linen he dries ‘nor- 
oughly inva drying room heated by 
steam, and stores in bags, whith .are 
sent ashore at the end of the voyage, 
in New York or Boston, Liverpool, 
Southampton, or Antwerp, as the case 
may be, 

The steerage, gr, as they call iL now- 
adays, the third class, has its linen, de- 
partment, as well as the first and sec- 
ond class, but this Goes not include bed 
linen, The immigrants are provided in- , 
stead with straw mattresses and stout, 
gemfortable blankets, which riceive 
equal attention with the other b sdroom 
supplies at the end of eaca trip, the 
blankets being thoroughly washed, 
boiled and disinfected, as well as the 
mattress covers. The straw from the 
latter is also replaced with new, clean 
straw each trép. Nevertheless, tLere 18 
much third “class linen, for the third- 
class passengers now sit at tables cov- 
ered with white cloths, and the cook’s 
aepartment uses supplies similar to 
those in the first and second classes. 

Losses of linen onthe trip are charged 
to the general profit and loss account 
of the ship, and are not accounted to 
either steward or passenger, The linen 
man, however, takes special care of the 
napkins, which are most easily lost and

Hard Lot of Female Workone acid |

English Coal Mines, 

Pit brow women are among the | 
remarkable women workers in the 
world, ‘They work as hard as men and 
dress almost like them. Tive thousand 
of these women find employment in 


x Lancashire, England, in the coal mines. 
| Their work lies on the pit brow at the ' 


| surface and not down below, Once wo- 
|:men were employed in the coal seams, 
‘but in 1842, in-the face of great oppo- 
sition from colliery owners, an act was 
passed prohibiting women and children 
from being employed below the surface 
in coal mines, 

At present the duties of the pit brow 
women consist in dealing with the coal 
as it comes up the shaft to the pit head. 
Wien. the cargo reaches ‘the top they 
haul out the wagons, which contain 
several hundredweight of coal each, 
and tun them on the rails to a sort of 


down below tod the screen of the rid- 
dling machine. Among the other du- | 
ties of the women is the leveling of the | 
coal on the w agons which receive it as | 
it drops from the screen. 

They start work at 6 o'clock in the 
inorning and finish at + in the after- 
noon, They receive 2 shillings or less a- 
day, and men that do the same work 
get 4 shillings. Their costume consists 
of trousers and clogs and often enough 
a cape. which has at one time been 
worn by a brother, When going to 
and from work the girls and women 
wear petticoats, which 
around the waist while engaged on 
the pit brow. The hair is closely cov- 
ered with a handkerchief, on top of 
which is a soft bonnet..
